Editorials-Opinions 
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ft is Still the Greatest Document 


Today marks the first day of Constitu­ 
tion Week, so proclaimed by President Ken­ 
nedy in observance of the 175th anniversary 
of that great document which was complet­ 
ed on September 17, 1787, and signed by 39 
of the 55 delegates present. 
Today, also by Presidential proclama­ 
tion, is Citizenship Day, and the two go to­ 
gether. The Constitution made the kind of 
citizenship we are enjoying today possible 
almost two centuries ago. It might be well to 
' give a thought to this and the meaning of 
the document which became the foundation 
1 of a great nation on this date in 1787 and 
which enabled this nation to become the 
jyeatest during the years since then. 
Our Constitution is the center of inter­ 
est today because of the wide divergence of 
opinion between those who call themselves 
•liberals and those who are called conserva­ 
" fives because of their continuing and steady 
•"faith in the Constitution and its meaning 
and intent. 
Our Constitution is probably better known 
to more people in other lands than in this 
country because of its provisions which have 
enabled us to grow great and to enjoy more 
freedom than any other peoples. 
Here, too many of us may be inclined to 
take it for granted, to ignore what it has 
• done for us. 
There is also the trend in some quarters 
to classify the Constitution as a document 
written for other days and outmoded in this 
day. 
The men who worked for more than 
four months on the Constitution themselves 
foresaw that changes might become desirable 
in the future and provided a safe method 
for amendments. 
Following the first ten amendments, the 
h ten articles of the Bill of Rights, there have 
been 13 more, the latest in 1960. 


If changes are to be made because of 
changing conditions there is a way under 
the Constitution to make them and it is not 
the interpretation of one man or a few men, 
or by members of the party in power to read 
into it meanings to serve their own purpose. 
Ceorge Washington, president of the 
nation and a delegate to the Constitutional 
sessions from Virginia, spoke of the necessity 
of possible changes in his Farewell Address 
when he said: "The basis of our political 
sistem is the right of the people to make 
and to alter their constitution of government,’ 
Article Five of the Constitution clearly 
defines the methods for any alterations. 
Thomas Jefferson also spoke of the need 
of amendments. 
But these amendments were to be bv 
the people which constitute the government. 
The Constitution has also figured prom­ 
inently in the decisions of the Surpeme Court 
which has also become the center of con­ 
troversy because of the divergence of opin­ 
ion between the so-called liberals and con­ 
servatives. 
The late Justice Oliver Wendall Holmes 
had this to say on the Supreme Court: 
“A constitution is made for people of 
fundamentally different views and the acci­ 
dent of our finding certain opinions natural 
and familiar or novel and even shocking 
ought not to conclude our judgment upon 
the question whether statutes embodying 
them conflict with the Constitution of the 
United States.” 
Amendments may be necessary from 
time to time and there is a ssay provided 
to make them safely. 
The fundamental ideas behind the Con­ 
stitution as drawn 175 years ago today, how­ 
ever, still endure. 
And this is what should be remembered 
this day. Because these fundamentals are 
what made this country great.

With degrees from 
three universities, with Phi Beta 
Kappa. Beta Gamma Sigma and 
Pi Delta Epsilon honors, w i t h 
twelve yean of university teach­ 
ing and important posts in Gov­ 
ernment since 1937, Dr. Welsh 
was a good choice of President 
Kennedy, assuming that th e 
Space Council is to be civilian- 
oriented. 
In building his staff, Dr. Welsh 
hewed strictly to the Adminis­ 
tration policy of de-militarization. 
He did bring in one Navy officer 
with special knowledge of th e 
Space field, but this officer is on 
"reimbursible pay" status, mean­ 
ing that he is on loan from the 
Navy Department but not 
representative. The other 
staffers come from the ____ 
space industry. The engine man 
comes from Douglas, the chief 
flight engineer from C h a n c e 
Vought. Another engineer w a s 
head of his own small business. 
Like Dr. Welsh, they are fully 
competent in their fields, but are 
not equipped for imaginative mil­ 
itary thinking as, for example, 
a man like Admiral Rickover 
would be.

Less 
formal meetings bring together 
specialists from the State and 
Defense Departments, NASA, and 
the Atomic Energy Commission.
